Camp Wikoff, Monteuk Point, N. Y., Sep- 
tember $.—(Special.)—General Miles has 
made a play for higher stakes than even 
his closest friends dreamed of when the 
firet intimation that he had declared war 
on Secretary Alger streaked into print. He 
wants to be president. His opening gun 
was fired in the shape of a newspaper inter- 
view in Porto Rico and he followed it with 
a broadside when he landed here yester- 
day. He has thrown down the gantlet to 
the administration in his wholesale criti- 
cism of the management of the war, and 
he started for Washington today to meet 
his superiors with as calm and cool an ex- 
terior as though he were going to a bar- 
becue. He has no doubt that he occupies 
an enviable position in the impending con- 
flict, and he faces it with a nerve and con- 
fidence that threatens to cause more trou- 
ble to the McKinley-Hanna-Aiger combin- 
ation than all the advance work that the 
democratic party hase done or will be able 
to do. 

Plays a Desperate Game. 


Tf is difficult for a layman to appreciate 


the fuli latitude and longitude of the re- 


epensibility which Miles has assumed in his 
open declaration of war upon his superiors, 
It means life or death to him. That he 
has carefully weighed his chances and ac- 
quainted himself with all the facts, no man 
who knows him will doubt for an instant, 
and that he will put up a fight to the death 
even those who do not know him will ap- 
preciate if they have read his declaration 
of independence printed today. He has 
either touched the furthest limit of insub- 
ordination or he has invited martyrdom in 
order to turn the calcium light of public 
opinion into the inside workings of the war 
department. 
The General’s Political Ambitions. 

I learned with surprise today that Miles 
had political ambition, for I do not recall 
ever having seen such a declaration in 
print before. But when I say that he will 
be a candidate for presidential honors if 
he whips this fight, I repeat the words 
which came from friends too close to him 
to be mistaken. It is true that he is after 
Alger and Shafter, but his aim is for bigger 
game than they. He wants McKinley. 
And if he gets him, he will ask for the 
presidency. 

In the unique political problem which this 
sudden revelation presents, it is not possi- 
ble to indulge in intelligent speculation 
as to the future, because there is no way of 
predicting what is to follow. But one thing 
is certain, with Miles rioting around in 
the war department he will become an 
agent of distrust, compared to which a 
bull in a china shop will be a butterfly in 
harness, and the public will get at the plain 
truth.

MILES REACHES WASHINGTON. 


GENERAL ARRIVES AT CAPITAL 
FROM NEW YORK. 


Enters His Carriage and Is Driveh 
to His Residence—He Refuses 
To Talk. 


Washington, September 8.—Major General 
Nelson A. Miles, commanding the army of 
the United’ States, accompanied by Mrs. 
Miles and Colonel Maus and Colonel Mich- 
ler, of his staff, arrived here from New 
York at 6:35 o’clock this evening. General 
Miles and party came by the Pennsylvania 
railroad in a private car attached to the 
regular west-bound train. They were met 
at the Sixth street station by Major Black, 
&® member of Geheral Miles’s staff, and 
Captain Morton, chief clerk in the office 
of the commanding general. 

In anticipation of the arrival of General 
Miles, several hundred people had assem- 
bled at the station. A cordon of police 
Officers opened a way through the crowd 
from the wicket gate, through which the 
distinguished party passed to the carriage 
Which stood in waiting at the main en- 

ce, 

As General Miles stepped from the rear 
Platform of his car, he gave a kind greet- 
ing to his coachman, who stood awaiting 
him, and then handed to him‘a bundle of 
souvenir canes, while he grasped the hands

WHEELER’S BODY RECOVERED. 


WAS THROWN UPON THE BEACH 
THURSDAY MORNING EARLY. 
With the Body of Second Lieutenant 
Newton D. Kirkpatrick, Who Lost 
His Life at Same Time. 


Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Sep- 
tember 8—The bodies of Naval Cadet 
Thomas H. Wheeler, the son of Major Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler, and of Second Lieu- 
tenant Newton D. Kirkpatrick, of the 
First United States cavalry, who were 
drowned while bathing in the sea yester- 
day, came in with the’ tide and were 
thrown on the beach ‘about 2 o’clock this 
morning. The bodies were found lying 
close together, just below the life saving 
station, about a quarter of a mile from 
where the young men had gone in bathing. 

A detil of sixty men from the Second 
cavalry had beeh patroling the beach with 
lanterns. The life savers, who knew the 
coast, had predicted that the bodies would 
drift in where they did. It was here that 
the bodies of the twenty-two Shinnecock 
Indians, who were lost in the wreck of the 
Circassian, were fouud, 

Two rude biers were formed out of 
planks taken from near the life saving 
station and the bodies placed upon them. 
In the meantime the cavalrymen had gath- 
ered from up and down the beach and fol- 
lowed the bodies to General Wheeler's 
headquarters. 

With General Wheeler was three of his 
daughters who were in camp nursing the 
sick, General Wheeler and his daughters 
will accompany the remains of the gen- 
eral’s son to the family home, in Wheeler, 
Ala. The party will probably go to New 
York tonight or tomorrow morning at the 
latest, 

The body of Lieutenant Kirkpatrick, who 
was drowned with young Wheeler, will be 
taken to the home of his father, R. D. 
Kirkpatrick, of Lexington, Va. The war 
department has been requested to detail 
an officer to accompany Lieutenant Kirk- 
patrick’s remains to Virginla. 

President McKinley and a large number 
of other officials in Washington have sent 
messages to General Wheeler, expressing 
the greatest sympathy for him. General 
Shafter called upon the bereaved officer 
before going to New York this morning 
and remained with him half an hour, 


SPANIARDS ARE BALKING BADLY 


Commissioners Declare Instructions 
Have Not Yet Reached Them. 
San Juan de Porto Rico, September 8— 
The Spanish evacuation comm’ssioners 
seem dispcsed to delay the meeting of the 
commissions. They say their instructions 
have not yet arrived, but are expected 
on the Alfonso XIII in’‘the course of a 
few days. They intimate that even then 

they will need time to study them, 

The American commigsioners have replied 
that the first meeting must occur before 
September 12th, under the terms of the 
protocol. 

The United States cruiser Cincinnati, 
Captain Chester, arrived this morning from 
St. Thomas and saluted the Spanish flag 
and Rear Admiral Schley’s pennant. The 
Spanish forts and warships replied. 

Today being a holiday, the city was 
covered with Spanish flags and all the 
shops and banks were closed. Military 
mass was celebrated in the Catholic 
churches. Brigadier General Gordon, Rear 
Admiral Schley and the Americans in the 
city attended.

Bashi-Bazouks Are Committing 
-Excesses Throughout Candia,

British, German and Spanish Consulates 
Have Been Raided. 


TURKISH GARRISON TO BE EXPELLED 


Three Hundred Native Christians and 
Sixty-Seven British Subjects 
Are Known To Have Been 
Brutally Massacred by 

_' the Turks. 


Athens, September 8.—The following dis- 
patch dated at 8 o'clock this evening, has 
been received from Candla: 


“The bashi-bazouks are committing ex- 
cesses and the Christians in the surround- 
ing districts are armifg to march te the 
assistance of the Candians, 

“There are eight warships in the harbor, 
and a fresh bombardment is expected. 

“The British, German and Spanish con- 
sulates have been looted, and thus far 300 
native Christians and 67 British subjects 
have been killed.’’ 


The Asty says it learns from an authen- 
tic source that as soon as the British 
troops arrive at Candia from Malta, the 
Turkish garrison in Candia will be ex- 


pelled, martial law proclaimed and the

sent late this evening, the admirals of the 
international fleet have decided to compel 
the disarming of the bashi-bazouks and

International Troops Restore Order. 

Candia, Island of Crete, September 8.—A 
detachment of international troops, which 
has just arrived here, has occupied the 
fortifications and restored order. 

It is now estimated that 200 per- 
sons were killed during the rioting. The 
Mussulman troops protected the Chris- 
tians placed under their care, but they did 
not attempt to prevent the pillage of Chris- 
tian houses, which continued until the in- 
ternational troops arrived.

Report That the French Major Had 
Committed Suicide Is Denied. 

Paris, September 8.—There is no 
foundation for the report circulated in 
the United States that Major Comte 
Ferdinand Walsin Esterhazy, whose 
alleged authorship of the bordereau in 
the Dreyfus case is now being con- 
siijered by a special military commis- 
sion of inquiry, has committed suicide. 

The only authority of the story is La 
France, which asserts that the police have 
confirmed the report. It is impossible as. 
yet to ascertain positively, but the best 
information “discredit the ru-

There is, however, considerable mystery 
about Esterhazy’s movements. He is vari- 
ously reported as at London, Ostend and 
ether places. The net is closing around | 
him. 

Some of the papers are publishing cir- 
cumstantial details of a confession he made 
in the presence of witnesses that he was/j 
the author of the memorandum upon 
which Dreyfus was condemned (the bor- 
dereau). 

Well grounded rumors are curtent that 
the late Lieutenant Colonel Henri revealed 
the nameg of his accomplices in the forg- 
ery. It is also asserted that both the em- 
bassies concerned have given renewed as- 
surances that all the aileged letters and 
documents in the Dreyfus case are clumsy 
forgeries.

HAD CONFERENCE WITH PRESIGENT 


Result Was Adjutant General Directed 
To Order the Mustering Out of 
Two Regiments—Rule is 
First Mustered in, Go 
Out First.

Washington, September 8.—($pecial.)—The 


be mustered out of the service at once. 
The formal orders have not yet been issued, 
but the adjutant general was instructed by 
the pres'dent today to at once muster out 
two of the Georgia regiments, and the 
First and Second will doubtless be the 
ones designated. 

This order came as the result of a con- 
ference between Senator Bacon and the 
president this morning. The senator came 
to Washington for the express purpose of 
securing the muster-out of one or more of 
the Georgia regiments. As he explained 
to the president, the men composing these 
regiments were willing and anxious to 
serve So-long as there was a chance for 
fighting, but they did not want to remain 
in for mere guard duty or to fill the not 
enviable roe of privates in the regular 
army. 

Conference with the President. 

The senator succeeded in accomplishing 
all he came for. When Senator Bacon 
reached the white house be found a long 
lino of peop.e waiting a chance to sé@ the 
president, who was in the cabinet room in 
consultation with Postmaster General 
Smith. The Georgian sent word to the 
president that his business was important, 
and asking when it would be convenient to 
see him. The president immediately sent 
his secretary, Mr. Cortelyou, out to the 
senator, who was ushered at once into the 
cabinet room, where for an hour and mure 
he conferred with the president. Adjutant 
General Corbin was sent for, and also 
Secretary Aiger. 

The senator explained that he came to 
Washington solely for the purpose of see- 
Ing what could be done toward securing 


unteer regiments, He referred to the re- 
cently published lists, in which it was 
made to appear that ali three of the 
Georgia volunteer regimenta™ were to be 
kept in the service. This, he said, had 
created no little dissatisfaction among the 
Georgians who had enlisted for the war. 
and who, many of them, were anxious to 
get back to the avocations of peace, now 


gatisfied to stay in the service if they were 
given furloughs for thirty days and allowed 
to go back to their homes for a visit. 


‘Wantei To Return to Busmess. 

In reply to this suggestion, the senator 
described at length the conditions and the 
character of the men who form the Geor- 
gia regiments. He stated that almost all 
of them were young business men who had 
gone from professions or business or 
schools to serve the country’s cause; that 
he had letters from many of them and 
from the parents or employers of many 
more urging that they be mustered out, so 
that they might resume their places in bus- 
iness, which would be lost to them, if 
there was delay in their return to their 
home. Professional men would lose their 
chance for clients, business men would lose 
the positions now being held open for them, 
but which, in the very nature of things, 
must be filled now that the busy fall 
season is opening up, and boys who en- 
listed from the schools and colleges ought 
to go back now to resume their duties. 
Then the senator explained that a number 
of those enlisted were young married men, 
with families, some of them with no means 
to support their. wives and children. As 
long as the war was on and men needed 
for fighting purposes there was no dan- 
ger of the people of the communities in 


| which they lived forgetting these so.diers’ 


families and helping if necessary, but the 
war is over and there is grave danger 
of their suffering. 

Then the president asked Senator Bacon's 
idea as to what portion of the Georgia 
troops should be must¢ered out. The sen- 
etor urged that in considering the ques- 
tion, the Third immune regiment (Ray’s), 
which had been recruited in Georgia, 
should be considered a Georgia regiment, 
and if, as the announcements in the press 
incicated, half of the volunteers were to 
be mustered out, .nen Georgia should 
be considered as having contributed four 
volunteer regiments and should be entitled 
to have two regiments mustered out. 

The president demurred to this. He said 
that Ray’s regiment and others of the same 
kind were United States volunteers and not 
state volunteers, and that the two classes 
should not be considered together.. 

Consented To Let Two ‘to. 

Senator Bacon argued the question at 
length with him, showing him that Georgia 
contributed almost every member of that 
regiment, and outside of a few officers, it 
was as distinctly Georgian as the state 
troops. 

Finally the president agreed that this 
was a fair way to consider it. He sent to 
the war department for Adjutant General 
Corbin and went over the matter with that 
official. and while the discussion was one 
Secretary Alger also came in and took part 
in the talk. 

The result of it was that Senator Bacon 
carried. all his points. Before he left the 
president instructed the adjutant general 
to issue the necessary ordérs for the mus- 
ter out of two of the Georgia regiments. 
He asked Senator Bacon to designate which 
should be the two, but to this the senator 
demurred, saying ‘he did not care to take 
the responsibility of saying what two 
should go out. as that would involve say- 
ing what one should stay in. He said that 
“if the president desired. he would consult 
with his colleague, Senator Clay, the gov- 
ernor of the state and the members of the 
house delegation, and they would make a 
jeint recommendation. 

May Adhere to the Rule. 

The president then said that this wou'd 
not be necessary, as that would be settled 
by the officials ‘there. Genera) Corbin in- 
dicated that the rule adopted was that 
those first mustered in should be first 
mustered out, unless the governor of the 
state had reasons to make a contrary rec- 
ommendation. 

Tihere is every reason, therefore, to be- 
lieve that the First and Second regiments 
will be those designated. Senator Bacon 
brought with ‘thim requests from a hundred 
or more men for individual discharges, but 
will do nothing with them until after it is 
determined which regiments are to be mus- 
tered out. Then he-will take up the cascs 
of those who are in the regiment that is 
to remain in the service. It will be an easy 
matter for those men in the two regiments 
selected who desire to stayin the service to 
get transferred to the one which is to re- 
main, There are some men in each of the 
regiments who want to stay in the ser- 
vice for the present at least. 

When it is officially decided which regi- 
ments are to be mustered out they will 
be sent from their present station to Grif- 
fin, then given’a thirty days’ furlough, 
and then will be summoned back to Grif- 
fin for final payment and muster out.

Micrid, September 8.—The Spanish cab 
inet at its meeting this morning agrecd 10 
take the most stringent measures to pre- 
vent the publication of the proceedings of 
the cortes and to provide for the censor- 
ship of telegraphic dispatches. 

The minister for foreign affairs, Duke 
Almodovar de Rio, informed his coll2agues 
that as a result of the negotiations at 
Washington relative to the Spaniards in 
the Ptilippine islands instructions have 
been sent to the Spanssh consul at Hong 
Kong in accordance with the agreement 
reacned.

BAILEY HAS ENEMIES 
IN TAMMANY MEN 


They Will Try and Prevent Texan from 
Being Elected Speaker ' 


SHOULD THE DEMOCRATS WIN 


Explanation of the Letter Read in Pri- 
vate John Allen’s Campaign. 


WAS WRITTEN TO AN OLD CLASSMATE 


Who Was Running for Congress and 
Bailey Wished Him Success—Ali- 
len Used It to Advantage. 


8.—(Special.)— 
Congressman Bailey, of Texas, who has 
been here several tays, has taken oc- 
casion to reply to the charge made by his 
enemies that he attempted to interfere in 
the democratic contests in tw» Mississippi 
districts. The charge was made, and it has 
been repeated in many papers unfriendly 
to Balley, that he tried to prevent che re- 
nomination of “Private’’ John Allen and 
of General Catchings. ’ 

In the case of Mr. Allen it was alleged 
that Bailey had written a letter to the 
congressman's opponent reflecting upon 
Allen and expressng the hope that he would 
be defeated. A letter from Bailey did eut 
considerable figure in the campaign out 
there, but the circumstances were not 
such as Bailey’s enemies have endeavored 
to make it appear. Indeed, it is evident 
that this charge against the democratic 
leader is but part and parcel of the syste- 
matic efforts of Bailey’s enemies to keep 
alive the feeling against him—and Bailey 
has some very enthusiastic enemies in his 


own party.

The Allen Let<er. 

The man who ran against Allen was a 
classmate of Bailey in college. His name 
is Walker. During the heat of the cam- 
paign, when there were red-hot joint de- 
bates on, Allen read a letter from Con- 
gressman Cummings, in which he was 
given great praise. Walker had in his 
possession a letter from Bailey, written 
about a year before, in which the Texan 
wished his old college mate success in his 
political ambitions, and went on to give 
some general comment as to the necessity 
for earnest and honest work on the part of 
men in congress. When Allen read the 
Amos Cummings indorsement, Walker be- 
thought him of the Bailey letter, and read 
it, with the statement that he, too, had an 
indorsement from Washington. Later he 
explained the facts about the Bailey letter, 
telling Allen of its date and the circum- 
stances which brought it forth. 

Allen made good use of the Bailey letter, 
however. In his inimitable way he made 
fun of the Texan, and turned the letter to 
his own account. He charged Bailey's un- 
friendliness to himself up to his opposition 
to Bailey for speaker, and it was spread 
broadcast throughout the country that 
Balley was trying to influence the .action 
of democrats in their primaries so as to 
prevent the nomination of men not friend- 
ly to his leadership.

Evacuation Commissioners Hear from 
Their Home Government. 


Havana, September 8, 6 p. m.—The Span- 
ish mai] steamer Ciudad de Cadiz, which 
arrived this afternoon, ‘brought instruc- 
tions from the Madrid government to the 
Spanish evacuation commissioners, dealing 
with the details of the evacuation, the 
questions of fortifications, buildings, mort- 
gages and other properties of the state to 
be renounced by Spain along with her 
sovereignty in the island. 

The joint sessions of the commissioners 
will be held behind closed doors in the pal- 
ace of the colonial government, and it is 
understood that the utmost secrecy will be 
observed, all avenues of issue being zeal- 
ously guarded.

Cincinnati, September §8.—Illinois and 


Pennsylvania are celebrating their victor-es 
at their respective headquarters tonight. 
The one has secured the commander-in- 
chief in Colonel James A. Sexton, of Chi- 
cago, and the other the location of the 
thirty-third annual encampment of the G. 
A. R., at Philadelphia next year. 

While there was all sorts of combinations 
between the state departments, yet it is 
conceded that the fight between New York 
and Pennsylvania was the most bitter ever 
known at encampments. These two neigh- 
boring states were competiters for honor, 
one for the election of Colonel D. A. Shaw, 
of Watertown, as commander-in-chief, and 
the other for the location of the next 
national encampment at the Quaker City. 
During all the votes and discussions of the 
day the departments of New York and 
Pennsylvania were néver on the same side 
of anything. New York voted to hold the 
next encampment at Denver, and it was 
only by the diplomacy and shrewd manage- 
ment of the Chicago contingeut in the in- 
terest of Sexton that Denver lost in the 
strong contest made for the next encamp- 
ment. While it is true that Pennsylvania 
gave Sexton a strong vote from the easi, 
yet it is also true that the shrewd managers 
trom Chicago gave Philadelphia muc% 


|} more than the solid vote of Illinois in the 


contest for the location of the next en- 
campment. 

The national encampment having elected 
only its commander-in-chief today, will 
elect its other officers tomorrow, adopt iis 
resolutions and attend to other business. 
The delegates state that they will complete 


(heir work tomorrow evening, if it is, neceé- 


sary for a night session. 
There were about 1,200 national delegates 


present when the encampment proper was 
ealled to order at Music hall at 10 o’cluck 
a. m., with Charles Wentzel as officer 
of the day. The welcome address was de- 
livered by Governot Bushnell, of Uhio, with 
a supplemental welcome address by Mayor 
Gustav Tafel, of Cincinnati, and by M. E. 
Ingalls, chairman of the citizens’ commit- 
tee and president of the Big Four and 
Chesaveake and Ohio railways. There was 
excellent music for the opening session au:! 
the hall was e!aborately decorated. In his 
response, Commander-in-Chief J. P. 8S. Go- 
bin referred most eloquentty to the at- 
tractions of the week and the tavish en- 
tertainment of the citizens of Cincin- 
nati. 

A lengthy report from the committee on 
pensions deait extensively in an effort 
to refute the 
pension roll was of 
honor. It cited the fact that 
pensive investigations had been undertak- 
en by the department of different states 
and that after close inquiry there had.not 
been a singe case discovered which could 
be traced to a member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

When a motion was made tu accept and 
adopt the report, Corporal Tanner, of New 
York, arose and denounced in unmeasured 
ter the unfair and iliiberal spir-t in 
whith the rulings of the pension depart- 
ment were made. The matter was dispos. 
ed of finally /by postponing it until after 
the report of fie committee on resolutions 
ig received. It is understood that a num- 
ber of resolutions have been sent into the 
committee bearing on the conduct of the 
pension office. 

A rather dramatic episode arose at this 
time by the appearance of a colored woman 
on the platform bearing a small photo- 
graph of the monument to Colonel Shaw, 
the negro officer who was killed at Fort 
Wagner. The bearer of the photograph 
was Mrs. Scott, of Lathrop, Mo. She pro- 
ceeded to explain what had been done to 
honor the memory of this negro officer and 
made an earnest plea for a recognition in 
a broader way of his bravery and efficien- 
cy. She urged that some provision be 
made by which the colored soldiers could 
unite in an organization similar to that of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, but made 
no specific suggestion. 

Gobin Praises the Negro. 


Commanéder-in-Chief Gobin replied, prais- 
ing in the highest terms the reword of the 
negroes in the army. 

The choice of the place for the next en- 
campment was_taken up. Commander May, 
of Denver, spoke for his locality, saying 
that $50,000 had already been pledged for 
the entertainment of the encampment. 
He promised to the delegates and their 
awives a three days’ trip through ithe 
mountajms about Denver free of charge 
and gave alluring promises for favorable 
railroad rates. He was followed by a dele- 
gate who made an equally eloquent plea 
for Philadelphia, balancing the seashore 
against the Denver mountains, and nam- 
ing all the natural advantages of Philadel- 

hia. The vote resulted, Philadelphia, 296; 
Denver, 2%. 

A motion was made immediately after- 
wards to go into the election of a new 
commander-in-chief. The motion was 
adopted and the name of Albert D. Shaw, 
of Watertown, N. Y.. Wae presented by a 
New York state delegate. In the closing 
part of his remarks, he twitted Illinois 
with having for the fitth time asked for 
the election of a commander-in-chief, while 
her chief city had never yet invited thé 
encampment to enjoy its hospitality.

ORD CONVICTED 
JNDER A NEW LAW 


fallif's Trial Took Place in City Court 
of Macon. 


GUILTY ON FOUR ACCOUNTS 


Charge Was That He Extorted Money 
from Defendants. 


ENCOURAGED THE DISMISSAL OF SUITS 


Six True Bills Were Found Against 
Him—Sentence of the Court. 
General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 8.—(Speciafl)—J. Ww. 
Ford, the well-known pedestrian, and the 
champion of numerous walking matches in 
Georgia, was convicted in the city court 
of Macon today on four indictments by 
the grand jury. For years Ford has ccn- 
ducted a detective bureau in Macon, and for 
a jong time has been bailiff of Justire 
Balkcom’'s court, Complaints have been 
frequent that as bailiff he has extorited 
money out of negro defendants, and has 
advised or encouraged the dismissal or set- 
tlement of criminal warrants placed in his 
hands for execution. Finally he was pre- 
sented to the last grand jury on the com- 
plaint of six negro women, true bills were 
found against him, and the cases were 
transferred from the superior court to the 
city court. Ford went to trial on the six 
cases yesterday before a jury, Judge John 
P. Roes presiding. The prosecution was 
conducted by Acting Soliciter General El- 
lis. Ford was defended by Colonel J. W. 
Preston and Mr. Malrom Ayer. 

The jury returned on the case at a late 
bour yesterday afternoon, and did not 
make a verdict until this morning. Ford 
was found guilty on four of the six indict- 
ments. He was found guilty im one in- 
stance of extorting morey and found guilty 
in three cases of advising or encouraging 
the dismissal or settlement of criminal 
warrants. 

Sentence of the Court. 

For extorting money Ford was sentenced 
by Judge Ross to pay a fine of $150, or 
serve six months in jail, and debarred from 
office and prohibited from serving any pa- 
per as an officer in Georgia. 

For encouraging and advising the dis- 
missa] or settlement of warrants, Ford 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $50, or serve 
three months in jail in each of two cases, 
and pay a fine of $50 or serve four months 


tn jail in the third case. Ford is also re- 


quired to pay all the costs, so in fines and 
costs he will have to pay at least $400 or 
serve sixteen months in jail. In addition 
to this he can never again act as a bailiff 
in Georgia or serve papers as an Officer of 
any kind. 

Ford received this sentence very hard. 
His attorneys will move for a new trial. 
considerable interest, 
the negro population being particularly in- 
terested. 

Under the New Law. 

Fora was tried on three indictments un- 

der the law which was passed at the last 
session of the legislature. This law, in 
part, is as follows: 
“No arresting officer in this state shall 
advise or encourage the dismissal or settie- 
ment of any criminal warrant placed in 
his hands for execution, either before or 
after an arrest is made, nor shal} such ar- 
resting officer procure or encourage the 
dismissal or settlement of such warrants 
by threats, duress, intimidation, promise 
or any other artifice or means. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 1039 of vol- 
ume 3 of the penal code of Georgia, 1895.’ 

Ford paid the fine in two cases and gave 
bond in two and will appeal these to the 
supreme court. One of the cases to be 
appealed is that for extortion, in which 
part of the sentence of the court was that 
he should be prohibited from holding of- 
fice in the future. 

. Macon’s Living Flag. 

“The Living Flag’’ committee was at 
work today on the preliminary arrange- 
ments to the presentation of this grand 
spectacular, which will be one of the prin- 
cipal and novel features of Macon’s golden 
carnival and diamond jubilee in October. 
Hon. W. T. Morgan, chairman of the 
living flag committee, met with Chairman

ANOTHER TRAGEDY IN SUMTER. 


Charles Fuller Killed by Dink Frazier 
Wednesday Night. 

7a., September 8.—(Special. )— 
The sixth bloody tragedy enacted in Sum- 
ter county within the past thirty days oc- 
curred late last night and resulted in the 
killing of Charles Fuller, a colored laborer, 
by Dink Frazier, a white farmer. Frazier 
lives at Friendship and very near the 
Scene of the recent double murder of Mrs. 
Cary McGarrah, and son, James Boone, 
and the subsequent lynching of their mur- 
derer, Hamp Hollis. 

Fuller, the negro killed last night, had 
driven Frazier’s team to Americus with a 
load of cotton. and upon returning home 
was accused by Frazier with having mis- 
used the mules, which statement the negro 
denied. Frazier ordered Fuller off the 
farm and as the latter turned to leave was 
shot three times, one bullet piercing his 
heart. 

From accounts of the shooting received 
here, the shooting seemed without provoca- 
tion. When the coroner examined the body 
of Fuller today no weapon of any kind 
was found. Frazier is reported to have 
gone to parts unknown. The only witness 
to the tragedy was Fuller’s brother, but 
for some reason the coroner’s jury ruled 
out his testimony and rendered the re- 
markable verdict that the deceased came 
to his death at the hands of a party un- 
known,

THE TENTH WILL Go. 


Augusta Will Lose Its Regiment, 
Which Is Ordered to Lexington. 

Augusta, Ga., September 8.—(Spectal.)— 
The Tenth regiment, now stationed at 
Camp Dyer, is under orders to move. The 
orders were received this morning from 
Washington. It will go to Lexington, 
Ky., next Tuesday. The officers are not 
too much pleased with the orders. They 
have just got nicely fixed at Murray Hill, 
and some of the officers have gone to the 
trouble to have houses, rough though they 
be, erected at the camp site. 

There is talk around town that the rea- 
son of the move is the street car matter, 
the allotting of separate seats for soldiers.

The Tenth regiment, on 
the whole, has.been an orderly set of 
men. The moving of the soldiers will, as 
a matter of course, it seems, cause the 
Taylor courtmartial to take place else- 
where. The sensational trial of the sol- 
dier will not take place in Augusta. The 
Tenth regiment came here in June, They 
camped at Turpin Hill. It was thought 
the placing of a regiment near Augusta 
would be a good thing in a business way 
for the city, but, on the whole, Augustans 
are not sorry that the negroes are going, 
especially the negro lieutenants appoint- 
ed by Alger.

Populists in Eleventh District Oppose 1 
To Being Delivered to Republicans. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 8&.—(Special.) 
Congressman Brantley is preparing for one 
of the most active campaigning tours ever 
conducted in the eleventh district. The 
populist-republican combine has aroused 
such feeling all over the district that the 
democrats are red-hot and are calling for 
speeches from every quarter. They just 
ask for one in each county and after that 
is delivered they promise to wipe up the 
earth, literally speaking. with the combi- 
nation formed against them. The Consti- 
tution corresnondent. on a recent tour 
through the district, found open revolt in 
several places amongst the rank and file 
of the populist party. The members are 
kicking plumb ount of the traces on the ef- 
forts to force a republican on them, and 
say they will not vote for a man who rep- 
resents every principle except that which 
the populist platform stands ap to. No- 
ticeable among these men are Messrs, John 
Welch and William Vickers. of Coffee 
county, heretofore two of the most prom- 
inent populists in the eleventh district and 
leaders of the majority in Coffee county.

CENTRAL GETS CONCESSION 


Savannah Council Gives It Right of 
Way Along River Strost. 


REGULATES THE CHARGE OF TRANSFERS 


This Enables Central To Land vassen- 
gers to Tybee Boats Without 
Change of Cars. 


Savannah, Ga., September 8.—(Special.j— 
Officers have been put on the track of 
Louis Robinson, formerly manager of the 
Robinson Printing Company, of this city. 
Robinson left Savannah about six months 
ago, and left behind him what ts alleged 
to be a lot of forged papers. The amount, 
it is said, is about $5,900. Several worth- 
less notes are now in the hands of the 
Chatham bank, of this city, with which 
he did business. The grand jury found an 
indictment in the case, charging forgery, 
and a bench warrant was issued. Robin- 
s0n was well known here and for a time 
was supposed to be doing a good business. 
He is believed to have been located and 
it Is expected he will be brought back 
to the city before long. 

Concession Granted the Centra]. 

The city council tonight gave a most im- 
portant concession to the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company—one that has been 
sought for years—a complete right of way 
along River street, extending along almost 
the enttte wharf frontage of the city. It 
was awaided to that company on practical- 
ly one condition—that the road shall not 
charge move than $1 per car for transfers 
anywhere along River street. This conces- 
sion will shorten the transfer route by 
some six Or seven miles. Cars to be trans- 
ferred from the Central to the Savannah, 
Florida and Western wharf at the pres- 
ent time have to go away around by 
South Over Junction, which is some four 
or five miles south of the city. 

Another advantage gained by this route 
will ‘be that passengers from the upper 
parts of the state on excursion trains can 
be taken to Tybee boats without change 
of cars. The Central gains the advantage 
of having all competition against {t shut 
out on the river front. 

Gets a Life Sentence. 

William Wright was found guilty fn the 
superior court today of the murder of Wil- 
liam Willcox, on August 27th, with a rec- 
ommendation to the mercy of the court, 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 
Wright and Willcox fell out over 10 cents, 
when the former picked up a sharp-pointed 
crowbar and jabbed it into Willcoxs neck, 
severing his jugular vein. 

Appointed Permanent Receiver. 

Mr. Max L. Byck was appointea perma- 
nent receiver of the stock of Christopher 
Gray and Co, by Judge Falligant this morn. 
ing. Th's receivership covers the etock 
of this firm both in Savannah and Augusta. 
The Augusta stock has been brought to 
Savannah and all will be sold here. The 
receivership was granted upon the petition 
of H. B. Claflin & Co, and others, of New 
York. A petition un the part of the de- 
fendants for a co-recetver was dented by 
the court. The indebtedness as set forth 
in the petition amounts to about $18,000. 

Makes a Difference. 

Messrs. Miles & Brar.dt, of Atlanta, who 
have been awarded the contract for com- 
pleting Savannah's sewerage system on a 
bid of about $151,000, find today that the 
action of the city in extending the time 
for the work over four years May make 
considerable difference in their estimate, 
in that they cannot depend on the price of 
materials after the first year. Mr. Miles, 
who is here, went before the council to- 
day and asked that body to indemnify 
him against loss on this account, but the 
council has not yet taken any action. 


AUGUSYA’S CITY CAMPAIGN. 


It Promises To Be as Heated This Year 
as It Was Last. 

Aveusta, Ga.. September 8.—(Special.)— 
Augusta opened hor municipal campaign 
tonight that promises to be as heated as 
was the famous Walsh-Kerr-Dunbar cam- 
paign last fall. 

Four wards held meetings and nominated 
councilmen. In these wards the men nom- 
ineted are all Walsh men, and there seems 
little question but that they will be elect- 
ed, though there will be a fight in at least 
two.

party in Georgia. Leaving all other 
considerations out of view, such a co- 
alition means an indorsement of republi- 
can doctrines. 

It is not surprising that those who 
have arranged the details of the coali- 
tion in the eleventh district should se- 
lect as their candidate Mr. Wilkinson, 


of Vaidosta, whose views on the silver 


question were emphasized, we under- 
stand, by-a declaration made some time 
ago that he would prefer to see negroes 
in office rather than to see the country 
committed to the free coinage of silver. 

It will thus be scen that Mr. Wilkin- 
son is an ideal canuidate for the negro 
coalition to support; but how can the 
honest and self-respecting populists of 
the eleventh district stomach such a 
candidate. The demands of their plat- 
form cajl for the free coinage of silver 
but Candidate Wilkinson is said to de- 
clare that he would rather see the negroes 


“holding office in Georgia than to see 


the country committed to the restoration 
of silver. , 

True to his declaration, Candidate Wil- 
kinson is now at the head of a coalition 
which has in view the defeat of the dem- 
Ocratic candidate. There are always 
two parties to a coalition of this sort. 
The populists cannot expect to retain 
all the profits of the transaction; some 
of the desirable plums must fall to the 
share of the negro party; and when that 
happens- we shall see inaugurated in 
Georgia an era of political corruption 
as bad or worse’ than that through 
which North Carolina is passing. The 
small farmers and the white laboring 
men will have the virtue of their daugh- 
ters airily discussed by negro philoso- 
phers, and we shall have what modern 
balladists are pleased to term “a hot 
time” in the rural regions. 

Let the democratic leaders go about 
among the populist voters and address 
themselves to their honesty and seif. 
respect. Men who were independent 
enough to quit the democratic party 
when they thought it was not democrat- 
ic enough to suit them, are surely in- 
dependent enough to reject with scorn 
an’ infamous coalition which points 
straight to dezradation. They have 
arrived at a dangerous and crucial] point 
in their political experience. They 
Should pause and take their bearings. 
They should seriously reflect before 
committing themselves and their neigh- 
bors to a course which ledds straight 
away from safety. 
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The Pingree Incident. 

To a very great extent, the Grand 
Army of the Republic Stands for the re- 
publican party, and its enthusiasm in 
this matter has been gladly utilized by 
the politicians. The Pingree incident 
therefore, (the details of which were 
embodied in the dispatches of yesterday) 
takes upon itself the hue and color of 
real interest. 

To & certain degree it was a humor- 
ous incident. Mr. Pingree was hot for 
edlogizing Alger, but his audience of 
Grand Army men and republican specta- 
tors, having in mind the singularly in- 
dependent nature of the man, suspected 
that he was about to criticise the saint- 
ed republican who holds the keys of the 
War department. Consequently. when 
Pingree mentioned the name of Alger 

was greeted by such a storm of roars 
and hoots, and yells, and hisses that, af-

This set the audience wild with en- 
thusiasm. It fairly howled with de- 
light, and called for Pingree until it 
was hoarse; but Pingree had been in- 
sulted. He refused to play in that yard 
any more on that occasion. He had 
gone. 

Now, as we have said, this incident 
has a humorous aspect; but it has its 
serious side, too, and this consists in the 
fact that Alger, the subordinate of the 
president, is, in the eyes of the hissing, 
hooting and yelling republicans, the real 
hero of the war; the hero, because he 
has in him the stuff of which heroes are 
made, together with all the trimmings 
of the millionaire; the martyr, because 
there has been a studied effort on the 
part of some who have the ear of the 
public to hold him responsible for every 
thing, when, in fact, his hands have 
been completely tied. 

This is serious, because it demon- 
strates a purpose on the part of certain 
elements in the republican party to hold 
the president responsible for the horri- 
ble condition of affairs attendant on the 
Cuban campaign, and to be found in the 
management of the volunteer camps. 
The abuses and mismanagement which 
have prevailed have shocked the whole 
country. In a country teeming with 
wealth and abundance on every side 
thousands of soldiers have died from ex- 
haustion because they could not secu™e 
the food and treatment necessary to 
their convalescence from disease. 

The Grand Army and its republican 
friends have demonstrated in this Pin- 
gree incident that the responsibility is 
to be placed on the shoulders of the re- 
publican president, and the president 
himself permits it by. refusing to order 
an investigation, believing that the vic- 
tories gained will be an adequate poul- 
tice and sedative for the public sensibil- 
ity. 

As a matter of fact, however, the hor- 
rors of the Cuban campaign, the horrors 
of our camps of mobilization, will keep 
fresh. They will keep fresh by compari- 
son with the prudepe@e;. sagacity. fore- 
sight and tact that’ have marked the 
progress of the Philippine campaign 
which embarked from San [Francisco 
The contrast is most remarkable, and 
shows the wide and yawning gulf that 
lies between imbecility and genuine 
ability. It is impossible to forget the 
scenes at Tampa, and the utter neglect 
of all important affairs in the embarka- 
tion of our troops at Tampa and their 
landing at Santiago. General Miles 
disavows all responsibility in language 
that cannot be mistaken. The whole 
matter was taken completely out of his 
hands and he was left stranded between 
an empty commission and a pack of 
greedy, pothouse politicians. 

On the- other hand, it is impossible 
to forget the diligent and careful prepar- 
ations that were made in the case of 
the expeditions to the Philippines, which 
were embarked under the direction of 
General Merritt. It has long been 
known that General Merritt is the most 
accomplished soldier in the American 
army, but nothing has ever demonstrated 
it more completely than the masterly ar- 
rangements which he made for the com- 
plete comfort of the expeditions that 
sailed from San Francisco. These ar- 
rangements were made with an eye not 
only to the fong and trying voyage in 
tropical ‘seas, but: of their comfort af- 
ter they arrived. No detail was over- 


looked, nothing was forgotten, and so 
complete was General Merritt's victory 
over circumstances that have well-nigh 
destroyed the reputations of those re- 
sponsible for the horrors of the Cuban 
campaign, that the correspondent of The 
London Times, who sailed with one of 
the expeditions, takes up a column or 
more in which to express his astonish- 
ment at the ease with which the most 
overwhelming obstacles to prompt prep- 
aration were overcome, 

This seems to be a republican affair, 
but presently the whole country will 
take it up, and when that time comes 
the politicians who managed the Cuban 
campaign will find themselves in very 
hot water, indeed. Of course, if the 
Grand Army of the Republic and other 
republicans desire to put Mr. McKin- 
ley forward as a victim, democrats can 
have no objection. 

Conditions have been so notorious and 
shocking that no one can blame Miles 
for washing his hands of them in pub- 
lic. The republican newspapers of the 
east have been giving the _ president 
strong hints to follow suit; but, thus 
far. he has turned a deaf ear to all in- 
timations and suggestions. And whether 
he is standing by Alger, or has made 
up his mind to assume responsibility for 
everything that has occurred to wound 
the public sensibility, nobody knows 
outside of administrative circles. 

Meanwhile, pretty much all the real 
military honors seem to rest over the 
archipelago in the south seas. Joe 
Wheeler snatched a handful of laurels, 
but he did it out of sheer perversity and 
in the face of his superiors in command 
Put for him the line of advance would 
have become the line of retreat, and in 
the Santiagoan valleys disease and its 
grim partner, death, would have held 
high carnival. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
humorous Pingree incident has its seri- 
ous side. The indorsement of Alger 
because his hands were tied, is a blow 
aimed at the president. 
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The Secretary and the Newspapers. 

Secretary Alger may endeavor to make 
it appear that he is indifferent to the 
manner in which he is being criticised 
by the newspapers, but the fact remains 
that no public official can well afford to 
ignore the comment of organs which 
represent the sentiment of the country; 
and Secretary Alger has been in “‘poli- 
tics” too long to really feel the contempt 
which he affects. 

What makes the attitude of the news- 
papers toward Secretary Alger in the 
present instance all the more significant 
is that when he first entered upon the 
duties of his portiolio he was warmly 
supported by the newspapers. Even 
democratic organs were kindly disposed 
toward him, and there was scarcely any 
break in the manffestation of pleasure 
with which the country accepted the an- 
nouncement of his appointment to the 
office of secretary of war. Since he had 
once experienced the hardships of mil- 
itary life on the tented field, it was 
thought that he would meet every obli- 
gation which the office imposed upon 
him. Some of the organs of the ad- 
ministration went so far as to declare 
that Secretary Alger would certainly 
make his mark in the event of foreign 
complications. This prediction has been 
‘fulfilled in letter, if not in spirit, Sec- 
retary Alger has certainly made his 
mark; there can be no doubt of that in 
the least. 


charges which have been preferred 
against Secretary Alger during the past 
few weeks, we are content to rest mat- 
ters at this juncture with the simple ob- 
servation that the newspapers of the 
country at the present time are domi- 
nated by one sentiment in their com- 
ments upon Secretary Alger, and that 
sentiment is one of severe criticism. We 
have never seen the newspapers more 
completely in accord than they afe at 
the present time in discussing the qual- 
ifications of Secretary Alger. Those 
which were formerly the loudest in com- 
mending his appointment to the office 
of secretary of war are today the loud- 
est in condemning him for the blunders 
which he is alleged to have committed, 
and in fixing upon him the responsibility 
for the recent fatalities which have oc- 
curred in camp and in hospital. ; 

Secretary Alger may be wholly inno- 
cent of blame in the matter, but the in- 
dications are most certainly against 
him. Of course, it is perfectly legiti- 
mate for him to declare that he is con- 
scientiously discharging his duties; no 
one can object to that declaration from 
the standpoint of Secretary Alger; but 
when he states that he is indifferent to 
the newspapers which represent the sen- 
timent of the American people, he is 
most decidedly off, 
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The Talk of Ultimate Statehood. 

The extremists who favor wholesale 
annexation are doing their case no good 
by talking of ultimate statehood for 
Hawaii and Porto Rico and even the 
Philippines. 

The problems involved in what may 
be called the’ territorial question are 
many, and it does no harm to discuss 
them in every possible light. After the 
settlement of the important problem of 
what we shall retain in the Philippines, 
comes the necessity of deciding upon 
a form of government for the territory 
acquired there as well as for the Ha- 
waiian islands and the islands in the 
West Indies, for which we must provide. 
In the diseussion of these ques- 
tions in the newspapers we find 
some extreme  annexationists like 
The New York Sun expressing 
the opinion that the annexed territory 
should be regarded just as all other ter- 
ritory which has from time to time been 
added to the area of the original thir- 
teen states; that is, when there is the 
population and the exigencies of poli- 
tics make it necessary—though they do 
not put it just that way—the new ter- 
ritory, even if it is in the far-off Phil- 
ippines, should be given statehood. 

The men who hold to this view are 
few, but this possibility must be consid- 
ered in the discussion of the territorial 
problem. We believe that the great 
majority of those who favor the acqui- 
sition of territory—either the Hawaiian 
islands, which we have annexed, or 
Porto Rico, or some part or all of the 
Philippines—have no idea of ultimate 
statehood, and would, if they considered 
that a serious possibility, be found in 
the anti-expansion ranks. 

It is true that with modern methods of 
communication and travel, even the far- 
off Philippines are, to all intents and 
purposes, nearer the seat of government 
than was Texas and the Louisiana ter- 
ritory when acquired; and it is true 
that the anti-expansionists of those days 
advanced identically the same ar- 
guments that we hear advanced 
now against acquiring 
the Philippines. Under the then 
existing circumstances, these argu- 
ments were az valid against thoSe ac- 
quisitions as they are now against the 
additions that come to us as the result 
of our war with Spain. But we believe 
it is no exaggeration to say that at least 
nine-tenths of the people would favor 
giving upall this Philippine territory at 
once if they thought statehood a possi- 
bility. 

It is perfectly feasible to furnish stable 
and proper government to these outly- 
ing islands without straining the spirit 
of our constitution and without extend- 
ing membership in our sisterhood of 
states beyond the present borders of the 
United States. We would not favor 
statehood for Hawaii any more than we 
would for Alaska; we do not believe 
Porto Rico should be given the full 
standing of a state any more than 
should Luzon, if we hold it; and as for 
Cuba, which will be ultimately annexed, 
it would be safer and better for it to 
have a territorial form of government, 
even if completely Americanized, rather 
than full ‘statehood, no matter what the 
population or the state ,of its internal 
affairs. 

What congress will do in the case of 
Hawaii will, doubtless have important 
bearing on the action of the future with 
regard to other territory separated from 
the mainland, and for that reason the 
report ofthe Hawaiian commission will 
be watched with deepest interest. Hawalli- 
an annexation, although opposed by 
many, was undoubtedly approved by the 
great majority of the people. It is just as 
certain, however, that the overwhelm- 
ing majority would, if the test were 
made. take a stand against statehood 
for these outlying territories. Expan- 
sionists who take the contrary view and 
talk blithely of making states of Ha- 
waii and Porto Rico and the Philippines 
are injuring their cause.

Success in Congress. 
From The Washington Star. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, having been a 
cused of interfering in the matter of a 
congressional nomination outside of his 
awn stale, replies to the charge and pro- 
duces the basis of it. It proves to be @& 
letter written by him to an old friend com- 
plimenting him on his announced inten- 
tion of standing for congress, ani, natu- 
raily enough, wishing him success. It ig a 
well-expvessed production, and contains 
some eminently sound opinion. Mr. Bailey 
tells his friend that only a man of capacity, 
industry and character may hope to make 
his way in congress, and recognizing in 
him the possessor of those qualities he 
speeds him on his way. 

While this has always been measurably 
true, it was never so distinctly true as 
at the present time. The halls of congress 
are no longer mere parade grounds for 
orators, or loafing places for wits. The 
business of congress is now thoroughkly 
systematical. It is enormous, and much 
of it highly important. Much of it lke- 
wise is utterly prosaic, and does not lend 
itself to display. As a result, time is a 
matter of prime consideration. A man 
must not only be capable, but very indus- 
trious to prove himseif equal to the exac- 
tions of the place. The orator is, of 
course, not shut out, nor is the wit unwel- 
come, but the man who masters the rules, 
who keeps up with his committee work and 
his attendance on sessions, and hustles 
all round, is the one who serves his con- 
stituents best and makes the most useful 
impression on ois legislative associates. 
Real success, indeed, is not obtained by 
any other means. 

Much of the credit of this new order 
of things is due to the present speaker of 
the house. He hoids that congress is in- 
tended to be purely a business body, and 
that the procedure should all be fashioned 
with the view of securing business results. 
The rules he has promulgated for the 
house, and which are likely long to sur- 
vive, bear the impress of his ideas and 
are very effective in carrying them out. 
Mr. Reed is an admirable talker himseif, 
but while leading his party on the floor 
of the house consumed less time with set 
speeches than many members practically 
unknown outside of their own districts. 
His whole career as a member of the 
house, indeed, has been marked by the 
very trinity of quaiities which Mr. Bailey 
declares to be essential to congressivnal 
success. 

It is but fair to say also that Mr. Bailey’s 
own.-career in the house has authorized him 
to stand for the sentiment he utters. He 
has shown capacity and industry an-l ehar- 
acter. The Star differs from Mr. Bailey 
O1 some important public questions, but it 
rez9gnizes in him a man of foree and 
usefulness. He could not, indeed, have 
n.ade his way so rapidly to the front un- 
less he had possessed strong qualities.

The general aim is expressed 
in the title: “An act for the better protec- 
tion of private character and for more 
effectually securing the liberty of the press, 
and for better preventing abuses in exer- 
cising the said liberty.” 

Among the important provisions is a 
careful] definition of the various classes of 
privileged matter which the press is pro- 
tected in publHshing and the publication of 
which the public may expect of the press 
as a duty; severe penalties for threatening 
to publish libelous matter of ottering to 
withhold such publMeation fce Compensa- 
tion: making the furnishing of false in- 
formation to newspapers a misdemeanor, 4 
means of remedy where wrongful publica- 
tion ig made through error, the right to 
rebut the presumption of malice in actions 
in court; the right to prove the truth in 
justification and the right to consolidate 
actions, where two or more are pending 
in different counties on substantially the 
same libel. ‘ihe larger portion of the \ ah 
posed statute is in force in New sie: 
Minnesota and California, and considera e 
portions of it in Massachusetts, Indiana 
and several other states.

Admiral Walker, President of the 
Commission, Preparing Report.

Chairman James Bryce Delivers Hap

Both Speakers Refer to a Battsz ang 
More Friendly Understandinz ye. 
tween the Two Countries. 


London, September 8.—A committee of 
the Anglo-American League, headed by jtg 
chairman, James Bryce, presented the 
United States ambassador, Co!onel Johy 
Hay, today with an address congratulating 
him upon his acceptance of the portfolio 
of secretary Of state at Washington. The 
address expressed regret at nis departure 
from this country, and continuing says: 

“lt has been your fortune to represent 
your cuuntry here at a time of exceptionaj 
interest, when the war, Nuw happily ended, 
eave oceasion for an expression of the fee. 
ings of affection and sympathy toward the 
United States which the British peopie 
have long entertained, but never betore 
have they been so conépicuously manifegt- 
ed. You carry back the assurance of the 
depth and strength of these feelings, The 
principle that there ought to be permanent 
friendship and cordial co-operation between 
the British empire and the American re- 
public is one that al) parties and all stateg- 
men here agree in regarding as a funda. 
mental principle of British foreign policy, 
and by it the whole people desire that their 
government should be guided. We rejoice 
to belleve that In your country correspond. 
ing sentiments are entertained and that a 
corresponding principle is now largely ac. 
cepted. Knowing that no one holis those 
convict’ons more filfmlv than yourself, or 
can express them in clearer or more felici- 
tous terms. we gladly acknowledge the 
great service you have rendered to both 
nations and console ourselves on your re. 
tirement by the reflection that you are call. 
ed to duties in your Own country even 
wider in their scope and graver in their 
responsibility, and more important in the 
results they may secure.”’ 

Mr. Bryce, during the course of the re. 
marks which he 4nade upon the occasion, 
dwelt upon the “admiration for the splen- 
did gifts and boundless energy of the peo- 
ple of the United States, and the sympathy 
with the principles ot their constitution,” 
which have been quietly ripening among 
the British people, and which this year 
found a sudden and hearty expression. He 
also said he saw in the universality -of 
these sentiments here and the fact that 
they were reciprocated by a large ma- 
jority of the Americans, a happy augury, 
as he believed that nothing could conirtb- 
ute more to the peace of the world and the 
welfare of both nations than the sense of 
essential unity of the two peoples. 

Colonel Hay in reply referred to the grat- 
ification he experienced in hearing such 
words from men so qualified by experience 
and character to speak for the British with 
certainty. He added: 

‘“My voiee has no sanction as yours, but 
I give it for what it is worth, to assyre 
you that your sentiments of kinship and 
amity are reciprocated to the utmost in my 
country.” 

The ambassador also said that his. work 
in England had been made easy by the in- 
structions he had received from home, and 
by the frankness and fairness of her maj- 
esty’s ministers and of all Englishmen 
he had come in contact with. He then 
said: 

“On both sides of the ocean the convic- 
tion is almost universal] that a ciear, car- 
dial and friendiy understanding between 
Great Britain and the United Siates is 4 
necessity of clyilization I shall hold my- 
self signally fortunate if I am abie to @0 
anything to continue and strengthen the 
reiations of fraternal amity between our 
two nations.”’

President Butler announced that 
the time had come to select a city for 
holding the next annual convention of the 
association, and that he was ready to re- 
ceive invitations. An embarrassing pause 
of several moments occurred immediately 
after these remarks, Mr. M. A. Butrick, 
of the first finally rose slowly, and with 
an assumed air of seriousness, moved 
that the newly acquired city of Santiago 
de Cuba be honored by the convention. 

He spoke for some moments of the beau- 
ties of the tropical sland during the month 
of October, and so earnest was his tone 
that the delegates did not realize for some 
moments that it was a joke. 


the speaker, and when it had subsided he 
said: ‘‘Well, if you fellows don’t want to 
go to Santiago, invite us to some other 
place.”’ 

Letters were then read from the mayor of 
Houston, Tex., and from the Houston Bus- 
iness League urging the convention to come 
to that city for its next meeting place. It 
Was announced, however, that the delega- 
tion from Houston did not want the dele- 
gates at their home next year. 

Mr. P. P. Waring moved that the letters 
be received and that thanks for the invi- 
tation be expressed to the senders. This 
was adopted. A motion to adjourn was 
quickly made and carried with a hearty 
aye. The members left the convention hall 
somewhat nonplussed. The revelation that 
no invitation had been extended to them 
Was a revelation. It was the first time 
such a thing had happened in the history 
of the association. 


THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session was called to or- 
der at 2:45 o’clock, and Mr, M, A. Butrick, 
of the first division, moved that 4,500 copies 
of the proceedings of the convention be 
sent to the members of the association. 
It was carried unanimously, and Mr. J. A. 
Kidwell, of the fifth, moved that 5,000 cop- 
ies of the revised constitution and by-laws 
be printed for distribution among the mem- 
bers, and that they be mailed with the 
copies of the proceedings. This was car- 


| carried, 


President Butler announced that. the 
time had arrived to elect officers for the 
ensuing year. Immediately the hum of 
voices In the convention hall ceased and 
the ladies in the galleries leaned forward. 
E. M. Hodgetts, of the sixth; W. J. Wat- 
erman, of the second; A. C. Gates, of the 
seventh, and J. M. Johnson, of the eighth, 
were appointed to act as tellers durjng the 
election. 

The chair then announced itself ready to 
receive nominations for president of the 
association. Mr. E. F, Upham arose and 
said: ‘Mr. President, it gives me great 
pleasure to place in nomination for pres- 
ident of the United States Railway Mail 
Service, U. M. B., the name of Mr. J. W. 
Brown, of the fourth division.” 

The applause was deafening. It was 
known then that there was a split in the 
first over the selection of a president, It 
had been openiy stated,that Mr. M. A. 
Butrick, of the first, would nominate Mr. 
Cc. C, Hilton, ef Ban Wranciseo, and a 
member of the eighth division, for presi- 
dent, and therefore the element favoring 
Mr. Brown was delighted. 

Mr. ButricK secured the floor and an- 
nounced that it was with great regret that 
he was forced to aeknowledge a split in 
the first. He said he wanted the best 
man for president, and. he felt in duty 
bound, because of the allegiance he owed 
to the association to oppose the election of 
Mr. Brown. He said that of the twelve 
votes in the first division his was the only 
one that would be cast for the opponent 
of the gentleman from the fourth division. 

Mr. Hilton Nominated. 

Then, in a neat speech, Mr. Butrick 
placed in nomination the name of Mr. 
Charles C. Hilton. In doing so he paid a 
compliment to the worth of Mr. Hilton, 
and said he was a man who would at all 
times serve the best interests of the asso- 
ciation. At the mention of Mr.- Hilton’s 
name the delegates again commenced 
cheering, and the opposition to Mr. Brown 
made equally as much noise as his friends, 
making it impossible to tell which way 
the election would go. 

There was also a split in the second di- 
vision. Seconds for fhe nominations of 
both candidates came from that delegation. 
The third went solid for Mr. Brown, and 
this caused another demonstration. When 
the fourth was called there was much 
anxiety among the friends of Mr, Brown. 

It was known that there was a bad split 
in the fourth, and there was no little bit- 
terness among the delegates of that di- 
vision. Mr. A. C. Rhodes advanced to the 
front of the hall and seconded in behalf 
of the fourth division the nomination of 
(Mr. Hilton. He said that a caucus was 
held Wednesday night by the delegates of 
his division, and that a motion was made 
to concentrate the vote of the fourth upon 
Mr. Hilton. Another’ motion had been 
made to lay the first motion on he table, 

The motion to table was lost by a vote 
of 9 to 6 #The original motion, said Mr. 
Rhodes, was then put and carried by a 
vote of 9 to 6. At this time, said the 
speaker, the six delegates, who were sup- 
porting Mr. Brown fof the presidency, took 
their hats and withdrew from the caucus, 
declaring that they would not be bound 
by any action taken during the meeting. 

(Mr. ‘Rhodes said he represented a major- 
ity of the delegates of the fourth, and that 
it gave him great pleasure to.second the 
nomination of Mr. Hilton. This was greet- 
ed with cheers. Mr. W. B. Williamson, 
of the fourth division, then secured the 
floor and seconded the nomination of Mr. 
Brown. He said that while it was true 
that he was a member of the minority in 
the question, he and his side would support 
‘their candidate to the end. 

The fifth division also seconded the nom- 
ination of Mr. Brown. 

The Excitement Was Great. 

The excitement was great while the vote 
was being taken. The delegates shouted 
acrcss the hall to one another, cheered and 
maie speeches, ind President Butler had 
great difficulty in preserving order. 

The ecinting of the tellers showed that 
180 votes had been cast. Of these 107 ;were 
fos Mr. Brown and 73 favored the election 
of Mr. Hilton. The demonstration that 
reigned when the announcement of the 
vote was made was decidedly enthusiastic. 

A committee was appointed to escort 
the newly elected chief officer to the chair 
and presently he came up the hall, ac- 
companied by Mr. J. A. Kidwell, of the 
fifth. A speech was called for, and in ad- 
dressing the convention, Mr. Brown said: 

“Gentlemen of the convention—The honor 
to which I have just been elected is one of 
the highest in the gift of this body, and 
I feel that you have given mie more than 
my share. It has not come entirely as a 
surprise, as 1 was aware that my friends 
were working for me, and it was with my 
coneent that my name was used. 

‘In accepting this office, than which 
there is‘ no greater, in my estimation, I 
give you my pledge to at all times do those 
things which I believe to be right. When 
trying times come to this association dur- 
ing my term of office it shali be my en- 
ivor to be at the

thanks to you for your unmistakable evi- 


dence of esteem. Again I renew my pledg- 
és. Gentlemen, I thank you.’’

giving the voters of the city the right to 
say whether or not an electric light plant 
should be placed undef municipal control. 

At the suggestion of Captain W. B. Burke, 

who was present in the interest of a street 

light company, the resolutions were 
amended so that the city could establish 

a lighting plant of any kind in case the 

tote of the people was favorable to munici- 
pal ownership. 

Captain Burke stated that 
yepresented furnishes lights at a greatly 

reduced figure as compared with that paid 

now to the electric light company, but 
would not tell <he kind of light he pro- 
posed to introduce. 

Judge Hillyer accepted the term “light- 
ing” to be used in the proposal instead of 
“electric light plant,’’ so that the firm rep- 
resented at the meeting could have an 
opportunity to put in its bid in case the 
cOntract with the electric ligiat company is 
Not renewed at its expiration. 

Discussion in Open Session. 

When the time came to take up the ques-

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STARTED TO ALTAR

Frank Stallings Locked Up ow a Very 
Serious Charge. 


WAS GOING TO GET MARRIED 


Vows He Will Commit Suicide if His 
Sweetheart Hears of Arrest. 


A LOT OF MONEY WAS STOLEN AT FORT 


Prisoner Well Connected—Was Dis- 

charged from the Army—What 
He Says About His Arrest. 
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WHILE GETTING READY TO LEAVE 
for Nashville to matry a young lady of 
that city, Frank Stallings,~a well-known 
young man and an ex-soldier, was arrested 
last night by Officers McCurdy and Jones 
on the serious “harge of having robbed an 
officer at Fort McPherson. 

Stallings took his arrest very hard and 
vowed in the most dramatic manner that 
if the news of his arrest reached his fair 
lady love in Nashville he would end his 
life as quickly as he could get hold of a 
pistol or morphine, 

The young man, Who is not more than 
twenty-two years of age, is a son of Mr. 
D. W. Siullings, a trusted employee of the 
Southern Express Company. He has al- 
ways been inclined to be a little wild, and 
about a year ago he joined the army, en- 
listing in the Fifth Mmfantry of regulars. 
He ;:itated that he would lead a differert 
life and make a man of himseff. 

The United States officers heard some- 
thing of Stallings’s record, ‘having been 
told that the young man had been impil- 
cated in some crookedness for which he 
had heen arrested. For this, and perhaps 
for other reasons which did not get out, 
Stallings was dishonorahly discharged from 
the army yesterday morning. He packed 
up his grip and left the fort about 8 o'clock. 
After he had gone, two or three officers at 
the fort, and as many privates, missed 
various sums of money, and they at once 
communicated with the polfce in the eity 
asking for the arrest of Stallings. 

Captain Jennings took charge of the case 
and ajl the patrolmen in the city were 
notified to arrest Stallings on sight. -He 
was well known to the police, as he at one 
time worked as a lineman for the depart- 
ment, 

Late in the night Stallings was caught and 
locked up in the barracks. He was going 
toward his home, where the officers after- 
wards found a pocket-book belonging to 
the young man which contained about $20 
in cash, a bank deposit receipt for $30 and 
a ticket to Nashville. 

The soldiers at the fort had lost about 
$150. ; 

Stallings was wild when he was caught. 
He said that he had been trying to do 
what was right and the police had done 
him a great wrong. 

“I only had the money I made while a 
sold.er,” he said, ‘‘for I saved nearly all 
of my salary and that was the money I 
put in the bank, and which was in the 
pocket-book. I bought a ticket to Nash- 
ville because I was going to that city td 
get married. The wedding was to have 
talien place in two weeks, and here I am 
locked up and charged with being a thief, 
when I. am innocent as any man that ever 
lived. I tell you right now, if the news of 
my arrest gets to Nashville and my sweet- 
heart hears about it, I will kill myself, 
There will be a dead man behind these 
bars as sure as I can get hold of a pistol 
I just can’t live and 
stand it. I have been in trouble before 
and did my best to straighten matters out. 
This time I am wronged.” 

The police will communicate with the of.

probable that a warrant will be sworn 
out charging Stallings with larceny. Cap-

On the hearing of 
the habeas corpus case for the possession 
of the children, Judge Candler decreed that 
they should be taken from Mrs. Fuller and 
given to their father. Bitter feeling Was 
engendered on both sides and many sensa- 
tional charges grew out of it. 

In the petition of ‘Mrs. Fuller she charged 
her husband with cruel treatment, drunk- 
enness and adultery. The answer of Mr. 
Fuller denied these charges and set up that 
his wife had been cruel and neglectful and 
that she had been criminally intimate with 
one Marion L. Roberts, a wealthy citizen 
of Fulton county. 

The evidence was in Many respects very 
conflicting and was marked by many re- 
volting features. The plaint.ff introduced 
testimony to the effect that her husvand 
had frequently visited houses of ill-fame 
and had been intimate with lewd women. 
The defendant alleged by testimony that 
the plaintiff had several times met M. L.

Morrow’s Station, and had spent the night 
with him there,

out of the case An effort was made tv 
have the grand jury indict Fuller for this, 
but the jury declined to bring any bil 
against him.

The 
hearing of the case promises to be inter- 
esting.

Whisperings are heard of a possible open 
reduction in insvrance rates by non-board 
companies on certain classes of buildings 
in Atlanta, perhaps residenc?s of the best 
construction where there are no flues.

MUTUALS ARE LIABLE TOR TAX. 


State Fire Insurance Company Must 
Contribute to War Revenue. 

Washington, September 8.—A well-known 
state insurance compauy in the west re- 
cently wrote to the treasury department 
claiming exemption from the war revenue 
tax on its policies on the ground that it 
was a purely mutual] fire insurance com- 
pany carried on by the members solely for 
the protection of its property and not for 
profit. 

The financia] statement of the company 
received at the department shows that the 
concern has accumulated a large. surplus 
and pays large salaries to its officers and 
directore. 

The commissioner of intermal revenue in 
a letter to the company’s officials express- 
ed the opinion that‘a concern so managed 
cannot fairly claim that it carries on busi- 
ness without profit and therefore it is not 
entitled to exemption from tax on its poli- 
cies provided for in schedule “A” of the 
War revenue bill. 


DUTIES AMOUNT TO 360,000. 


United States May Not Pay Import 
Tax on Comal’s Cargo. 


Washington, September 8.—The order di- 
recting the ‘payment of the Spahish duty 
on the rations carried by the Comal] to Ha- 
vena for the starving inhabitants of Cuba 
has heen held up pending the ascertaining 
of further information on the subject. 

In answer to a cable message as to what 
the duty would be, a reply was received 
stating that it would be—according to the 
Spanish rates—$60,000 in gold. No agent of 
the United States government has eny 
such amount of money on hand at Havana 
to pay this sum, and it may be that the 
United States government wil] take a dif« 
ferent course than that decided upon leet 
evening. ‘ 

By the terms of the protocol Spain relin- 
quishes her rights to Cuba, and the United 
States government may decide that it will 
not pay duties on such cargoes as sent in 
the Comal. 


THEY WANT PURE WATER USED. 


National W. C. T. U. Addresses a Let- 
ter to Miss Nancy Leiter. 


Chicago, September 8.—The following let- 
ter was sent from the national Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union headquarters 
today to Miss Nancy Leiter, who is to 
christen the battleship Illinois:

In the rear of the Equitable building there 
is a sort of half alley and thalf street run- 
ning from Edgewood avenue to Auburn 
avenue, and from the alley there is another 
alley going into Ivy street. The man who 
was making the crics was found by the 
citizens and the police im the small alley, 
near Ivy street, with his throat cut in two 
places and his hand ripred open across the 
back. He was bleeding profusely, and 
might thave died from loss of blood if he 
had not been given n.edical attention, 

Reese told the following story about his 
exciting experience with the would-be mur- 
derers and rc bbers: 

“I was walking down Edgewood avenue, 
heving just left the wsgon yard where I 
have a load of apples I brought today 
frcm Gilmer county. A negro stopped and 
said there was a men in the alley who 
vanted to buy all the apples I had. I, fool 
like, follcwed the negro, and when we had 
reached a dark place another negro came 
up, and the first negro said that the second 
fellow was a detective, and I had better 
pay him $5. I replied that I only had 16 
cents. Then the two men told me to give 
up all I had, and when I refused the detec- 
tive caught me from the rear and tried to 
force me down. I struggled, and was about 
to get away when the fellow who had first 
met me drew a knifo, and just as he made 
a lick at my throat I threw up my hand 
and warded off the blow. The knife cut me 
oh ‘both sides of the throat and across the 
hand, as you see. Then I began to yell, 
and the approach of people frightened the 
negroes awey before they could either mur- 
der or rob me, It is my first experience in 
a big city at night, and it will be my last.”’ 

Call Officers Chosewood and Covington 
went to the scene of the attempted murder 
and took Reese in charge. No clew could 
be found to fix the guilt on any person. One 
young man saw the negroes running out 
of the alley, but he was too far away to 
be able to describe them. 

Wednesday night, almost at thé same 
hour and on the same spot that the attempt 
was made on Reege, two negroes held up 
and robbed J. H. Brooks, a farmer from 
near Gainesville. Brooks was tolled into 
the alley by a negro, and another negro 
came up, as was in the case last nignt. 
The fodtpads succeeded in getting $30 from 
Brooks, together with a fine watch. 

It is believed by the police that the ne- 
groes who robbed Brooks were the same 
who attempted to kill Reese last night. 

The police are making every effort to 
locate the hhighway robbers and would-be 
murderers, @10 if caught they will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted.

Swiss Roads Sell a Transit Ticket Good 
for a Month. 

The combined railway companies of 
Switzerland are making an interesting ex- 
periment in what must be called season 
tourist tickets. ‘the idea is that the trav- 
eler shall take a season ticket at the out- 
set of his Swiss tour. a‘his ticket is avail- 
able for fifteen or thirty days. If he choos- 
es the shorter period he pays §&, 42 or 30 
frances for first, second or third class, re- 
spectively. If his ticket ls to cover a period 
of thirty days, then he is charged 100, 70 
or 50 francs, according to class, as before.

Se Says Col. Livingston Concerning the 
Hospital at McPherson. 


MADE INSPECTION YESTERDAY 


Went Through Every Department and 
Was Greatly Pleased. 


FOUND NO LACK OF NECESSARY SUPPLIES

Colonel Livingston Was Well Pleased 
and Thoroughly Enjoyede@is \1s- 
it—Called on Major Taylor.

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Congressman. Livingston visited 
Fort McPherson yesterday morn- 
ing and found the hospitals in su- 
perb condition. 
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A VISIT WAS PAID TO FORT Mc- 
Pherson yesterday morning by Congress- 
man L. F. Livingston, who spent several 
hours at the post, going through the hos- 
pitals and making an inspection of the 
work of the officers in charge. 

The visit of Colonel Livingston, while a 
casual one. due largely to his interest in 
the hospitals, was really of a semi-official 
nature, since at the departure of the con- 
gressman from Washington he was asked 
by Surgeon General Stemberg to go to 
Fort McPherson and learn if possible if 
the recent criticisms of the place had any 


foundation in fact. 

In company with Colonel Livingston was 
Captain Albert Howell and Lieutenant 
Park Howell, one of the physicians in 
charge of the wards in hospital D. 

Before visiting the post hospital, the 
headquarters of Major Taylor, an inspec- 
tion was made of the tents on the parade 
ground, where many of the typhold fever 
patients are kept. Colonel Livingstom ex- 
pressed surprise at the unusual neatness 
of the tents and the evident pains the 
trained nurses had gone to to make the 
confinement of the patients as pleasant as 
possible, In nearly every tent a nurse was 
seated at the center table writing letters 
for her patients or busying herself with 
their needs in some way. 

Found No Lack of Linen. 

No lack of linen in the shape of sheets 
and pillow cases was noticeable and in 
each ward was seen ice water coolers and 
refrigerators in which the milk and other 
perishable food for the men was Kept fresh 
and pure. 

In hospital D some time was spent ex- 
amining the fever record of some of the 
soldiers(* 1ced in those wards and in ques- 
tioning “.e men who were able to talk as 
to the nature of the treatment they had 
received from the physicians and nurses in 
attendance. Every patient who was 50 
questioned answered invariably with @ 
look of gratitude on his face that he was 
receiving the best of attention and had no 
complaint to make against any one. 

One convalescent was found, who was dils- 
gruntled at the idea of taking cold water 
bathe, which are required for every fever 
patient under the system of treatment used 
by the United States army. This system, 
which is known as the Brand treatment, 
consists entirely of baths in which the 
sick are placed whenever their temperature 
goes above a certain point. 

The record of the fever or the tempera- 
ture of each patient, which is kept regularly 
by the trained nurses, is shown On a 
graduated table hung on the bed of each 
typhoid patient. At every fall or rise im 
the change is noted ac- 
curately on the table and calls to mind the 
gyrations of qa wind gauge. This table is 
prepared for the use of the physicians who 
are thus kept informed of the condition of 
their patients from the time they come un- 
der their care. 

It was noticeable that in nearly every 
table examined the temperature was grad- 
ually falling and all evidences of fever go- 
ing away. — 

Nurses Knew Colonel Livingston. 
Many of the trained nurses in the wards 
that were visited had heard Colone] Living- 
ston’s address before the School of Nurses 
in Washingtom last summer and all were 
pleased to see him and anxious that he 
should go through their wards. 

One of the nurses begged the congress- 
man to have her ordered to Santiago, 
where she thought the field for hospital 
work was broader than it is at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, where everything needed for the 
sick can be provided in very short time. 
Colomel Livingston promised to make the 
effort in her behalf and will communicate 
with the surgeon general at once. 

At the post hospital Colonel Livingston 
met Major Taylor, who proposed at once 
that the representative should go through 
the wards, and was somewhat surprised to 
learn that the party ‘had taken him un- 
awares, and made the rounds without his 
knowledge. 

Major Taylor stated that he was pleased 
at the semi-official announcement that the 
secretary of war would visit Atlanta during 
his rounds in tine south, as he wished him 
to see for himself the condition in which 
the hospitals were kept. He said: 

‘We have worked hard to make the post 
tenable as a general hospital, and I think 
have succeeded very well in the undertak- 
ing. 

“The complaint often made by persons 
who know nothing of the treatment of ty- 
phoid patients, that the men nave no deli- 
cacies, is true, and will continue true so 
long as I ‘have charge of _ the. hospitals. 
What people generally call delicacies would 
finish up a typhoid ‘patient in little ‘or no 
time. 

Every Necessity Furnished. 

“So far as the necessitics are concerned, 
the bills that come toa this office from estab- 
lishments in the city would astound a per- 
son not familiar with hospital work. For 
instance, my wash bill for last month was 
$450. If any more money was spent for the 
hospitals it would only be a waste.’’ 

Colonel Livingston expressed himself 
highly pleased with this inspection of the 
wards, and said that he had never seen in 
any city a better managed ‘hospital or pa- 
tients who were more grateful for what 
was being done for them. 

He stated that as far as he had gone, 
there was absolutely no grounds for the 
atiacks on Fort McPherson, and promised 
Major Taylor that if his hospital ever 
needed a defender on the floor of congress, 
it would not be in need of one long. 

Colonel Livingston said: 

“I do not telieve there is a. better man- 
aged civil hospital in the country, and I 
have visited many of the best in the north, 
and Know something of them. 

“The mcst wonderful thing in connecticn 
with this hospital is the fact that every 
patient we have questioned has unhesita- 
tingly praised Major Taylor and every one 
else conrected with the post. 

“In nearly every hospital in any of our 
cities you can always find some who have 
some complaints, either real or fancied, to 
make against their treatment.” 

Colonel Livingston will carry back with 
him to Washington a good impression of 
Fort McPherson that will do much to ease 
the mind of the surgeon general in regard 
to the- barracks hospitals.

It 
was believed that strong influence had been 
brought to bear upon the authorities at 
Washington to retain the North Carolina 
regiment and the fact that its commander, 
Colonel Burgwyn, was recognized as ome 
of the ablest soldiers in the volunteer ar- 


‘my was thought to have much to do with 


the retention of the regiment. 

Wednesday a surprise camé over the wires 
to the department of the gulf in the shape 
of a second order for the mustering out 
of the North Carolinians, and Colonel Bur- 
gwyn was at once instructed to proceed 
to Raleigh with his command. 

It was the impression with the officers 
at the department of the gulf that the 
North Carolina boys had a strong pull with 
the war department and since it was gen- 
erally believed the men ‘desired to remain 
im the service, the officials were somewhat 
surprised. 

Of the twelve companies. of the regimeént 
six of them are stationed at St. Simon's 
Island, two at Lands End,” two at Tybee 
Island and two at St. Francis barracks, 
St. Augustine, Fla. As soon aa garrisons 
can be sent to take the places of the North 
Carolina volunteers they go to their regi- 
mental headquarters and will be formally 
mustered out of the army.

Detachment of Twentieth Infantry Leaves 
for Fort Leavenworth Today. 


FORCE TO CONSIST OF 260 MEN 


Lieutenant Moody Will Be in Com- 
' mand of the Recruits. ~ 


TWO FULL COMPANIES HAVE BEEN FORMED 


Three Other Detachments Will Be 
Given Transportation Today. 
Many Have Left Lithia. 
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A detachment of the Twentieth ) 

infantry containing 260 enlisted ) 
men will leave Fort McPherson to- ) 
day. : 
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THE DETACHMENT OF THE TWEN- 
tieth infantry, with 260 enlisted men. will 
leave Fort McPherson this afternoon for 
the regimental headquarters of the Twen- 
tieth at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 

The departure of this detachment will 
leave only the recruits for the Fifth infan- 
try at the post, and wi!l take away five of 
the remaining officers who were left to do 
the duties of the garrison. 

Lieutenant Moody will go in command of 
the Twentieth infantry recruits, who have 
all been equipped and formed into com- 
panies, preparatory: to their departure for 


Fort Leavenworth. Two ful! companies have 


been formed from the men and non-com- 
missioned officers appointed subject to the 
approval of the commander of the regiment. 

Since being stationed at Fort McPherson, 
Lieutenant Moody has performed the du- 
ties of quartermaster for the post and in 
this capacity his services will be greatly 
missed, as a new officer unacquainted with 
the work will have to succeed him. 

It was first decided by the officials of 
the department of the gulf to delay the de- 
parture of the Twentieth detachment until 
after the adjournment of the courtmartial, 
which is appointed to convene at the post 
in a day or two. It was found yesterday, 
however, that the services of the officers 
of the Twentieth infantry here with the 
recruits will not be needed in the court, 
and Lieutenant Moody was notified yester- 
day afternoon that transportation for his 
men had been arranged for today. 

The officers of the detachment were all 
detailed on the courtmartial gor the trial 
of petty cases, and other officers who are 
expected in the city -will be put in their 
places, 

Three Other Detachments. 

Three detachments beside that of the 
Twentieth infantry wil! be given trans- 
portation today, some of the men being 
sent to Montauk and others to their regi- 
mental headquarters. 

From Waco, the last detachment in camp 
at that place, leaves for its station at Fort 
Snelling, Minn., and will pass through At- 
lanta on the way west this afternoon. The 
number of recruits for the Third regiment 
is 287, but will not go today as there afte 
twenty men of the detachment in the hos- 
pital, ten of whom were brought to Fort 
McPherson yesterday, who will have to be 
left where they are for some time. 

At Camp Cleary, near Newnan, the men 
for the First and Tenth infantry wi!l get 
away this morning, both detachments go- 
ing to Camp Wikoff, since the headquarters 
of both regiments are located beyond the 
Miesouri river. 

It has gotten to be a q::2stion inevitably 
asked of one recruit by «nother, if he lives 
in the east or the west, and if he says 
east he is considered very lucky, as far as 
a private in the United States army can 
have such a thing as lick. ‘I'he men, as 
a rule, desire to go to their regimental 
stations, no matter where they are located 
in preference to being sent to Montauk 
Point, for which they have a dread and 
loathing. 

The withdrawal of the 124 men of the 
First infantry and the fifty-six for the 
Tenth at Camp Cleary leaves only two de- 
tachments at that place, the Fourth and 
Sixteenth, both of which wil be hurried 
away as soon as transportation can be 
Obtained for them, 

Nearly All Leave Lithia. 

At Lithia Springs all the recruits have 
departed but those for the Second and 
Twenty-first intantry. The Twenty-first 
infantry men will go.to Plattsburg bar- 
New York, tomorrow or next day, 
while the Second, which only consists of 
ten men, will be add@ to some larger de- 
tachment that leaves for Camp Wikoff. 

Of the 4,000 odd recruits who were sta- 
tioned in_the three camps in this state, all 
of them have gone north but 1,000. and 
have been hurried away within a few dayg 

By the first of next week all recruits 
who have been enjoying the summer in 
Georgia, except those for the Fifth infan- 
try, will have left the state, either for 
Montauk Point or the more healthy cli- 
mate around their own headquarters. 

In regard to the dispositjon of the men 
for the Fifth infantry, of whom there are 
485 at For McPherson, it is thought some- 
thing will be done before the end of this 
month. Judging from the full equipment 
that is being given to each man, it looks 
as though. it is the intention of the war de- 
partment to send them to Santiago to join 
their regiment, and ‘it is the opinion of 
Captain Forbes, commanding the post, that 
such a step will be taken, 

At present the troops for the Fifth have 
no desire to go to Cuba, but are in hopes 
of being sent to the island at the end of 
the summer. 

If the Fifth’s recruits are sent off in the 
near future some regiment that has re- 
turned from Cuba wil! probab.y be sent 
to garrison the post.
